Just a note of appreciation for the great help with the SAVE THE DEER feeding program. 
Not only has “my” particular herd been saved from starvation but the message that DEER can 
and should be fed during periods of extreme stress has been heard thruout the COUNTY STATE 
and even INTERNATIONALLY. Many DEER have been and are being successfully fed regularly. 
“Our” herd is thriving on the donated hay, produce, bakery goods and pellets they receive 
daily. Most of them have never had it so good!
